THE WELCOME 


President Pitarrison Speeding 
to Los Angeles, 


Mexico Pays the Chief Magistrat ~~ 
Tribute at El Paso, 
The Party Makes Several Brief Stops 
in the Sun-kissed Land. 


California Prepared to Give the 
Distinguished Visitor a Recep- 
tion that Shall Eclipse All 
Former Ones. 


By Tciegraph te Tic Times: 

Eu Paso (Tex.,) April 21.—[By the 
Associated Press.} The Presidential 
party arrived here at 10 o’clock this 
morning. ‘The reception was a perfect 
ovation, Americens and the Mexican 
representatives of President Diaz vy- 
ing with each other in their efforts to 
honor President Harrison. The city 
was elaborately decorated with Amer- 
ican and Mexican colors, and the 
troops of both countries were drawn 
up at the station to receive the distin- 
guished visitors. When the party 
alighted from the train a salute of 
twenty-one guns was fired. 

Gov. Carilloof Chihuahua and his 
staff, and Gen, Banget, with a battery 
of artillery and military band, partici- 
pated in the reception as the represen- 
tatives of President Diaz of Mexico, 
who was uneble to be present. 

The Chief Magistrate was received 
by a committees and escorted to his 
carriage. This was an open barouche 
drawn by four gray horses. Seated 
with him were Gov. Carillo, Gen. 
Banget and Gen. McCook. Other mem- 
bers of the party occupied carriages 
with prominent local and Mexican 
officials. A procession .was formed, 
including the United States and Mex- 
ican troops, Grand Army posts, Con- 
federate veterans, fire department, 
civic organizations and colored citi- 
The distinguished visitors were 
escorted to the Courthouse, where a 
formal address was made. 

MEXICO’S COMPLIMENT. 

The Courthouse, Mexican consulate 
and other places were literally covered 
with brilliant decorations. As the 
President mounted the platform the 
Mexican military band played **Hail to 
the Chief,” while the Mexican battery 
stationed on the Mexican bank of the 
Rio Grande fired a salute of twenty- 
one guns. 

An address of welcome was deliv- 
ered by Gen. Malloy after which Gov. 
Carrillo of Chihuahua, Col. Villaneuva, 
representing President Diaz, and Gen. 
Banget of the Mexican army also 
spoke. 

THE PRESIDENT’S RESPONSE. 

The President,in his address, said 
be received with great satisfaction the 
tributes of respect which had been 
brought by the Governor of Chihuahua 
and representatives of the army of 
Mexico. He desired to return to them 
and through them to the people of 
Mexico, anda to that illustrious and 
progressive statesman, who presides 
over her destinies, not only his 
sincere persona! re ogard, but an assur- 
avce of the friendliness and respect 
of the American Government and 

ple. “I look forward,” said 

e, ‘with interest to a larger develop- 
meat of our trade; to the opening of 
new lines of commerce and new ave- 
nues of friendship. We have passed 
that year in our history, I hope, when 
we were agvressive and unpleasant 
neighbors. We do not covet the terri- 
tory of any other people, but we do 
covet their friendship and those trade 
exchanges which are mutually proiit- 
able.”’ 
Gen. Stanley and his aids, who had 
escorted the Presidential party from 
Galveston, left them here, being re- 
lieved by Gen. McCook and aids of 
the Department of Arizona, who will 
accompany them to Los Angeles. Gov. 
Prince of New Mexico joined the party 
at this point. 

After a visit of two hours here, the 
Presidential party left for Tucson, 
Ariz. 

THE STOP AT LORDSBU RG. 

(Ariz.,) April 21.—Advices 
from Lordsburg state that the Presi- 
dential train arrived at 3:20 p. m. and 
was met at the depot by the entire 
town. Postmaster Kedzie on behalf 
of the citizens handed the President a 
case of elegant specimens of silver ore, 
mined in the vicinity and inscribed 
“Protect the chief industry of our Ter- 
ritories; give us free coinage of silver.’’ 

The President responded: ‘I thank 
you very much for this elegant 
souvenir, and assure you that due care 
will be taken of your best interests.” 
The speech was received with three 
cheers. Other members of the party 
were introduced and greeted with 
cheers. 

ENTHUSIASM EVERYWHERE. 

Tucson (Ariz.,) April 21.—The ele- 
gant special train bearing the Presi- 
dential party arrived at Tucson at 
8:20 o’clock, promptly on schedule 
time, thanks to the management of 
James Horsburgh, Jr., assistant 
general passenger agent, and other 
officials of the Southern Pacific 
road who had charge of it.

DOCTORS IN SESSION. 


MEETING OF THE STATE MEDICAL 
SOCIETY. 


President Cluness Scores Some of 
His Brethren for Objectionable 
Practices — Committees 
Appointed. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SACRAMENTO, April 21.—[By the 
Associated Press.) The twenty-first 
annual meeting of the Medical Society 
of the State of California convened in 
the Senate chamber of the Capitol this 
morning. epresentatives from all 
portions of the State were present. 

At llo’clock W. R. Cluness called 
the society to order and introduced 
Dr. G. L. Simmons, who greeted the 


Society for Medical Improvement. 
Mayor Comstock then welcomed the 
society to the city,and Dr. James H. 
Parkinson, chairman of the Committee 
on Arrangements, briefly addressed 
the members upon the programme ar- 
ranged. 

W. R. Cluness, president of the so- 
ciety, delivered bis annual address. 
Among other things he desired as a 
reguisite to membership in the State 
society that the applicant be a member 
of a local medical society where such 
exists. He deprecated the practice of 
physicians accepting a percentage 
from druggists aud condemned the 
practice of writing prescriptions in 
cipher only understood by a particular 
druggist. Society practice under color 
of benevolent associations, sick clubs, 
etc,, also came in for its share of con- 
demnation, The practice of advertis- 
ing by practitioners was condemned in 
very strong terms and it was declared 

a “badge of quackery.”’ 

On motion of Dr. Kerr the address 
of the president was referred to the 
Committee on Publication, and a com- 
mittee of three was ordered appointed 
to consider and suggest plans for rem- 
edying the evils referred to. 

nthe absence of Henry Gibbons, 
Jr., chairman of the special committee 
on division of the society in sections, 
Dr. Parkinson read the report. ‘The 
committee recommended the appoint- 


ment of. an executive committee 
of three, to whom all papers pro- 
posed shall be presented to 
the society. The report was 


adopted and the following Executive 
Committee appointed: G. L. Simmons, 
J. H. Parkinson and R. H. Plummer. 
This committee will consider all mat- 
ters pertaining to changes in the by- 
laws aud all matter connected with 
the meeting of the society not already 
provided for.

The speech de- 
livered by President Harrison on Sat- 
urday last at Galveston, Tex., caused 
an unpleasant surprise.in Austria, 
which has extensive comniercial rela- 
tidhs with Central and South America.

MAX HARRIS’S HEAVY FINE. 


Proceedings in the Supreme Court— 
Damage Sult Before Judge Mc- 
Kinley—The Federal Court 
—New Cases. 


In department One, yesterday morning, 
Max Harris appeared before Judge Smith 
and, by his counsel, moved the Court for a 
new trial In each of the two cases in which 
he was convicted of selling lottery tickets 
on Friday last. The motion, which was 
made on technical greunds, was promptly 
overruled, whereupon the defendant moved 
for an arrest of judgment on statutory 
grounds, but this motion was also overruled. 
‘The defendant’s exception to the ruling of 
the Court having been duly entered, Judge 
Smith proceeded to pass sentence upon 
Harris, ordering that he be fined in the sum 
of $200 in each case, with the alternative of 
200 days imprisonment in the County Jail. 
To this judginent the defendant’s counsel at 
once gave notice of appeal, and filed a bond 
in the sum of $200 in each case as surety for 
the paymentof the fine should the appea) 
be dismissed or the judgment of the court 
be affirmed by the Supreme Court. 

THE SUPREME COURT. 

The Supreme Court sitting in bank yes- 
téerday denied tlhe application for a rehear- 
ing in the case of Spect vs. Spect. 

The petitioner in the case of Tompkins 


vs. Harris was allowed tern days in which 
to file his brief. 

In Department One ef the Supreme Court 
the following cases were submitted upon 
the briefs on file therein: J4allerino vs. 
Bigelow; Anglo Nevada Ass. Co, vs.

SECURED DAMAGES. 

The case of W. F. White vs. J. L. Bur- 
beck came up for hearing on appeal from 
the township court, before Judge McKinley 
andajuryin Department Five yesterday 
afternoon. 

The piaintiff, who is the proprietor of a 
livery stable on Broadway, sought to re- 
cover damages in the sum of $150 for inju- 
ries received toa horse and buggy on June 
29, last. From the testimony introduced, it 
was learned that Burbeck hired the horse 
and vehicle from White ard drove up the 
Milliard Cafion, some fifteen miles distant. 
As the road in the cafion crosses a stream of

The defendant claimed 
that he was not responsible, as he was un- 
der the age of twenty-one years, but as his 
attorney, J. ‘i. Houx, had, at the defend- 
ant’s request, been appointed as his guar- 
dian ad litem for the purpose of answering 
the suit, this plea was not sustained, and 
judgment was rendered by Justice Savage 
for damages and cost, from which tre 
defendant took an appeal. The jury, after 
an hour’s deliberation, returned a sealed 
verdici, which will be opened this morning. 
IN THE UNITED STATES COURT. 

In the United States District Court yes- 
terday morning Max Harris appeared be- 
fore Judge E. M. Ross to pleadto the two 
indictments on file against him, charging 
him with having sent prohibited matter, to- 
wit: two lists of the drawings of the Louis- 
iana State lottery, through the United States 
mail. His counsel, Messrs. Anderson & 
Anderson and A. W. Hutton, filed a de- 
murrer to each indictment upon technical 
statutory grounds, and the matter, after ar- 
gument, was submitted andeby the Court 
taken under advisement. 

H. H. Barker appeared inthe same court 
for arraignment upon the charge of having 
intimidated a settier and prevented him 
from taking up his claim on a piece of Gov- 
ernment land in Kern county. As he was 
unable to employ an attorney, however, 
the Court appointed J. A. Arnderson, Esq., 
as his counsel and continued the time tur 
his arraignment and plea to the 27th inst,

scene of havocand destruction, and as she 
viewed the yo vem her heart ached, for 
upon the floor before ber eyes were the shat- 
tered fragments of an extensive collection 
of bric-a-brac that she had prided herself 
on ssing. 

6 miscreant who had wrought this des- 
truction had made acilean sweep of every- 
thing, breaking and otherwise dwstroying 
every articie within his reach, and had even 
mutilated the pictures on the wall. 

Entering her boudoir, Mrs. Gaskins found 
to her horror and dismay that her wearing 
apparel was scattered everywhere about, 
and ap investigation showed each garment 
to be cut, torn and otherwise mutilated as 
though having passed through a mowing- 
machine. Every article of wearing apparel 
visible to the eye ’ the vandal bad suffered 
the same fate, not™a garment being over- 
looked by bim. 

It appears that the intruder was only bent 
upon destruction, for although nothing was 
found to be missing, her dressing and toilet 
cases had been thoroughly ransacked and 
their contents scattered about in confusion. 

‘The lady charges her husband, Thomas 
Gaskins, with being the offender. When 
she told her story to the police, she was 
very indignant and denounced Gaskins 
bitterly. 

She parted from Gaskins three years ago 
in Los Angeles, he having been convicted 
of forgery apd sentenced from that city to 
San Quentin for two years’ imprisonment.

After this act of kindness on the part of 
his wife he sought to have her enter upon a 
life of shame that she might furnish him 
with greater means for his nightly de- 
bauches. ‘The lady refused and flew from 
him, seeking protection in a neighbor’s 
apartments, to whom she appealed for pro- 
tection from her husband. hereupon he 
gave chase, and rusbing in upon her and her 
protector, ade au assault upon them with a 
batchet, for which he was again sent to 

ison. 

He was recently released from prison and 
came to this city, bent upon causing his wife 
trouble. 

On one occasion since his release he has 
assaulted his wife in public, and was only 
prevented from tearing her ornaments from 
her body by the timely arrival of assistance. 

In conversation with a Chronicle reporter 
last evening Mrs. Gaskins said that since 
her refusal to again live with him she has 
on several occasions found it necessary to 
seek police protection upon the street, as 
her husband hounds her wovements when- 
ever she ventures out. He has written her 
many threatening letters, She will have 
him arrested.

Arrival of Gov. Markham Yesterday 
Afternoon—Meetings of Com- 
mittees—The Procession - 

~—Ceneral Notes. 


Everything is in readiness for the recep- 
tion of President Harrison, who is tw ar- 
rive at the Arcace depot at 3 o’clock this 
afternoon. The streets over which the pro- 
cession will pass have been thoroughly 
cleaned and put in good order, and at 2 
o’clock all wheeled vebicies will be removed 
from Spring, Main and Broadway and the 
streets will be kept clear until after the 
passage of the procession. Chief Glass has 
ordered the entire police force to turn out 
at noon and the men will be on duty dur- 
ing the afternoon, besides a number specials, 
to look after the children. The Committee 
of Arrangements have perfected all details 
and nothing now remains but to await the 
arrival of the distinguished visitors. 

AT THE PAVILION. 

The pavilion, undér the direction of Mrs. 
Flint, president of the Flower Festival 
Society, and the ladies of the society, to- 
gether with those of the Ladies’ Annex 
and Relief Corps, has been elaborately 
decoratéd, and nuw presents a beautiful ap- 

ance. There is, however, a place for 
all the cut flowers that can be sent in, and 
these will be received up to noon. The 
exterior of the building is receiving atten- 
tion, as well as the interior, and the effect 
is very pleasing. ‘The four pillars in front 
are trimmed with pepper brancles and the 
three arches above outlined with palm 
leaves. A corps of workmen are attending to 
these outside duties, and the ladies are busy 
within. The effect of the stage will be that 
of a tropical garden and on either side the 
piatform a tapering floral column with a 
base of evergreeus and calla lilies will reach 
from floor to ceiling.

A Bostonian’s Coin Collection, 

“The finest coin collection in 
Boston,’”’ says a numismatist of that 
city,*‘is that of Parmelee,a baker up 
in East Chester Park, He bakes noth- 
ing but beans—LBoston baked beans— 
and all the money he makes he puts 
inito old coins. is collection is worth 
bet wee .000 and $50,000. He had 
a complete set of American silver dol- 
lars—thbe only set in Boston, to my 
knowledge. What makes this set 
hard to fill is the scarcity of dollars of 
1804. ‘There are only some thirteen or 
fourteen of these in existence, and 
they are worth $700 apiece, I don’t be- 
lieve there are any floatiug around the 
country undiscovered. The dealers 
know where every one ef these dozen 
and.odd coins are and can’t be im- 
posed upon by a counterfeit, for the 
great value of this particular coin has 
caused it to be counterfeited, or, rather, 
to be imitated, by taking dollars of 
1801 date and fixing them over. 
There are lots of these in circulation. 
and while occasionly they catch some 
country amateur, no expert is for an 
instant deceived. Next to Parmelee’s 
collection, the finest on@in Boston is 
thatof Nathan Appleton of Beacon 
Street. There are hundreds of col- 
lectors here, andthe aggregate value 
of their coins is probably greater than 
that of those in any city in this coun- 
try outside of New York.

CONSUL-GENERAL NEw of London, 
in a report to the Department of State 
on the commerce of Great Britain, 
says the total value of imports into the 
United Kingdom in 1589 was #2,118.- 

7,925 and exports $1,573,528,705, or 
together a total trade of? $3,711,716,680. 
The imports and exports both exceed 
those of any previous year and were in 
the proportion of $95.12 per head of the 
population of the kingdom. ‘These to- 
tals donotinclude the value of gold 
and silver bullion, of which there was 
imported $135,197,195, and exported 
$125,608,150, nor the goods imported for 
transshipment, the value of which 
was $500, 905,060. 


LUTES YOU! 


It is a long journey from thé sunrise 
to the sunset, from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific shores of this vast continent, 
yet such a journey has the Chief Mag- 
istrate of sixty-four millions of free 
people made in order to visit us. 

What a glimpse has he had of the 
land and the people over which he 
holds his scepterless sway!—traversing, 
as he so happily remarked, “akingdom 
without a king, an empire without an 
emperor.”” Yet everywhere has he 
found sectional feeling, political ani- 
mosities thrust into the. background, 
for the time being. and received 
from the sovereign citizens of 
every State that genuine, spon- 
taneous, cordial welcome which is the 
highest tribute that could be paid to 
him as the representative of a free 
government. ; 

Leaving the National Capital, pass- 
ing through the South, and travers- 
ing Texas, that State territo- 
rially equal to four States, larger than 
many European principalities, apd 
turning his face toward “the land 
where the sun goes. down,”’ he’ passed 
the swift-flowing stream of the Rio 
Grande, “the brave river of the 
North,” crossed a corner of New 
Mexico and Arizona, those lands of 
solitary peaks, of vast silences, and 
the ruins of a vanished civilization, 
over which past centuries seem still to 
‘keep watch and ward, and: leaving the 
Colorado River behind him, he finds 
the blue skies of the Golden State 
bending with welcoming sunshine 
above him. There are wide, unculti- 
vated wastes which gave Gen. Harrison 
no hint of the verdure and beau- 
ty, the wealth of fruits and 
flowers lying on this side; but climbing 
the mountain heights of San Gor- 
gonio’s Pass to an elevation of over 
2500 feet, he will descend its slopes on 


| the Pacific side and drop today into 


Ahe garden of the continent. Colton 
and Pomona, cradled in their orange 
groves and vineyards, will stretch out 
welcoming hands to him, and fair and 
beautiful as the green-clad valleys of 
Spain will unroll before him the or- 
chard-crowned and the vineyard-gir- 
dled valley of the San Gabriel, a spot 
older than Piymouth Rock. He 
will pass under the shadow of its old 
Mission walls, built when other peo- 
ples had sway over this fair portion of 
the country of which he is now the 
executive head, and he will see how 
swift has been here the advance 
of American progress, One land, 
one people from the east to 
the west, one destiny—a people of sov- 
ereign. freemen giving loyai sup- 
port to the Government which he rep- 
resents, and everywhere bidding him 
welcome as their chief. 

And passing on this afternoon be- 
tween the green hills and beside the 
flowing river that skirt his way on the 
hither side of the San Gabriel, he will 
reach Los Angeles, and receive here a 
royal welcome. He willsee here a city 
set upon an hundred hills, modern in 
all her adornments, a paradise of 
homes. A city of schools, of churches, 
of colleges, of universities and of print- 
ing presses. An important railroad 
center, a depot of supplies for adja- 
cent States and Territories. A center 


of wealth and of trade for 
this section; a city with a net- 
work of street railroads; of fine 


public buildings; of well-paved streets; 
of desirable and beautiful adjacent 
summer resorts; -a city whose atmos- 
phere is fragrant with the odorous 
bloom of its surrounding orchards, 
and whose outlying spaces are, in their 
season, purple with the ripening grape 
or golden with abundant harvests. A 
city whose people stand in the fore- 
most ranks of intelligence and patriot- 
ism, and who will extend to him a 
welcome warm as the sunshine in 
which it is nurtured. Here the popu- 
lar pulsé*peat is loyal and true. On 
these sunsef shores a civilization which 
may contendwith the world’s best has 
planted itself; and here, though the 
spaces of a continent lie between him 
and the Government life at Washing- 


ton, the President will realize, 
more fully than he could. at 
home, that in all this country 


there is but one people, one govern- 
ment and one flag. That the Nation 


j which alittle over a century ago was | 


cradled upon the rock-bound shores of 
the Atlantic, rocked by Danger and 
nursed by Hardship—a chijd scorned 
by the thrones and kingdoms of the 
old world—hbhas become a Titan whom 


- | now they could not conquer and whom 


they would hesitate to assail. A Na- 
tion that bas girdled the land from 
the Atlantic tothe Pacific with iron 
bands, and planted its growing States 
allalong the borders of the western 
sea—a Nation that emerged trium- 
phant from four years of bloody war 
into along era of blessed peace. 

Mr. President, we bid you welcome! 
We are giad to have you see us as we 
are. We are proud to greet you as the 
execulive bead of the greatest of all 
republics. We shall delight to honor 
you asa ruler true to his convictions, 
loyal to republican principles, devoted 
to the interests of the whole people 
without regard to party, and the 
chosen and honored representative of 
sixty-four millions of freemen. 

Again we salute you, and bid you 
welcome, with all your party, to Los 
Angeles, the commercial metropolis of 
the Southern Pacific Coast. 


THE PRESIDENT’S SPEECHES, 


The President is noted for the tact 
which ho exhibits in his public utter- 
ances. During the campaign even the 
Democratic papers were forced to ad- 
mit that he had acquired the art of 
what to say and what to leave unsaid. 
Since he started on his present tour 
this rare gift of the President’s has 
again become apparent. At each 
stopping place where he has made a 
speech he has managed to say some- 
thing not only new, but interesting, 
and carrying with it a moral. Let us 
glance atafew of the remarks that have 
fallen from his lips since he left Wasb- 
ington. His speeches en route have al- 
ready been quite fully reported by tel- 
egraph in these columns, and we now 
repeat only the more striking passages 
in several of them. 

During his progress through the 
South, inspired by the wonderful ma- 
terial progress which that section has 
witnessed during the past decade, he 
naturally made frequent reference to 
commercial affairs. Thus, for instance, 
at Radford, Va., he said: 


What hinders us, secure in the market af- 
forded by our ereat pulation, from 
successful competition in the markets of the 
world? What hinders our people, possess- 
ing every element of material wealth and 
endowed with inventive genius and energy 
unsurpassed, from again having upon the 
seas a merchant marine flying the flag of 
our couptry and carrying its commerce into 
every port. 


At Johnson City, Tenn., he referred 
tothe healing of the breach between 
the Northern and Southern States, as 
follows: 


i am especially glad to be able to say that 
those who followed other views of duty and 
took sides against usin that struggie, with- 
out division in voice or heart ay praise 
the Aimighty that He preserved us one 
Nation. Cheers. There 1s ho mah; what 
ever his views upon the  ques- 
tion that then dividedms, but in view or the 
marvelous benefits which are disseminating 
themselvesoverthe States whv can fail to 
also bless G today that slavery 
no longer exists and that the Union of free 
States is indissoluble. Whatis it that has 
stirred the pulses of this great Nation; that 
has kindled these fires, that has converted 
these retired and isolated farms into centers 
of trade and inechanical pursuits, bringing 
the market close to the doors of the farmer 
and prosperity into every home? Itis that 
we have no line of division between States; 
it is these impulses of freedom and enter- 
prise, once limited in their operations, now 
common toall States. We havea common 
heritage. The Confederate soldier has a 
full, honorable and ungrudged participation 
in all the benefits of a great and just Govy- 
ernment. 


At Knoxville he said: 


itis my wish, asI am sure it is the wish 
of all with whom I associate in political 
life, that the streams of prosperity in the 
South may run baok-full. 6 live under a 
overnment of law. Wemay safely differ 
n politics; but when a law 1s once enacted 
no coinmunity can safely divide on the ques- 
tion of implicit obedience tothe law. Ilmay 
not choose as President what laws I will 
enforce, and the citizen may not choose 
what laws he will obey. Upon this broad 
principle our institutions rest. 


At Chattanooga the memories of 
the great war, in which he had been an 
active participant, naturally influenced 
his remarks: 


All things are changed except that the 
flag that then floated over Chattanooga 
floats here still, [Cheers.| It has passed 
from the hands of the veterans who bore it 
to victory in battle into the hands of child- 
ren who lift it as the embiem of peace. 
[Cheers.] Then Chattanooga was war’s 
gateway tothe South; now itis the gate- 
way to peace, commerce and prosperity. 
There have been two conquests, one with 
armsand the other with the gentle influ- 
ence of peace, and the lastis greater than 
the first. I thank you for your cordial 
greeting today, and hope forthe develop- 
mentof the industries of our country and 
for the settling of our institutions upon a 
firm basis of respect tor law. 

In Birmingham,the wonderful young 
manufacturing city of the South, the 
President was the recipientof a real 
ovation, Here he dwelt on the exten- 
sion of our trade: 

Why not, while supplying 65,000,000 of 
people, reach out and take the part you 
have not had in the commerce of the world. 
jCheers.} 1 believe we are now toseeua 
renaissance in American prosperity and 
an upbuilding of the American merchant 
marine. I believe these southern ports that 
80 favorably look out with invitations to the 
States of Central and South America shai! 
yet see fleets carrying the American flag and 
the products of Alabama to the markets of 
South America. [Great cheering.| lt seems 
to me that whatever we may think of the 
policy of aiding steamships, since every 
other great nation does it, we must do it or 
Stay out of business, for we have pretty 
much gone out. , 


At Palestine, Tex., he again recurred 
to the good feeling which now so hap- 
pily exists between the North and the 
South: 


All of us are thankful together that peace 
resis upon our whole country. All of us 
have pledged ourselves that no sectional 
strife shall ever divide us, and that while 
abiding in peace with the world we are 
against all aggression, one mighty united 
people. |Cbeers.) 1 desire toassure you, 
my countrymen, that in my heart | make no 
distinction between our people anywhere. 
[Cheers.| Ihave a deep desire that every- 
where in all our States there shall be that 
profound respect for the will of the major- 
ity, expressed by our votes, that shall bring 
constant peace into all our communities, 

In his Houston speech the question 
of foreign markets was again taken up: 

We have been trying to do what we 
could from Washington to make for youa 
jarger and better market for your enormous 
meat products. 
restrictions im some European gov- 
ernments could not fairly be justified upon 
ground stated by them. Already the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, himseif a farmer, who 
bas with his own hands wrought in al! 
work of the farm, bas succeeded in procur- 
ing the removal of some of these injurious 
restrictions, and has aanounced to the 
country that the exportation of cattle has 
increased 


100 per cent, in the last year.

aws will have most careful attention from 
the Government at Washington and from 
our representatives at foreiga courts, 


In Galveston, the President made 
quite along speech, which is worth 
quoting entire, but lack of spaee for- 
bids us repeating more than the fol- 
lowing passage: 


We are great enough and rich enough to 
reach forward to grander conceptions than 
have entered the minds of some of our 
statesmen in the past, If you are wenyee 
lam not, thatthe nations of Europe shal 
absorb nearly the entire commerce of the 
near sister republics that lie south of us, 
that is naturally, large measure ours; 
ours by neighborhood, ours by nearness of 
access, ours by that sympathy that binds 
the hemisphere without aking. [Cheers.| 
The inauguration of the Pan-American Con- 
oe. or more propefly the American Con- 

erence, the happy conduct of that meeting, 
the wise and comprehensive measures , 
which were suggested by it, with the fra- 
ternal and kindly spirit that was manifested 
by our Southern neighbors, bas stimulated 
adesire in them and in our oy for 
larger intercou commerce and friend- 
ship. The provisions of ihe bill passed at 
the last session looking to reciprocity in 
trade not only met with my official approval 
when I signed the bill, but with my zealous 
promotion before the bill was reported. 


Finally, at San Antonio, the Presi- 
dent paid the people of Texas a de- 
served compliment on the liberality 
with which Texas has provided for its 
public schools: 


My fellow-citizens, the pride of Ameri 
that which should attract admiration an 
has attracted the admiration of many people 
upon the face of the earth, is our system of 

overnment. [Applause.; I am glad to 

now as I hereexpress my satisfaction, that 
here in the State of Texas you are giving 
attention to education: that you have been 
able to erect a school fund, thé interest 
upon which promises a most magnificent 
endowment for your schools. Theseschools 
are the pride and safety of the State, bring- 
ing up on acommon level the children of 
rich and poor. 


Surely, nobody can read these ex- 
tracts from the President’s speechés 
without having the conviction forced 
upon him that Benjamin Harrison is 
a statesman, a deep thinker and a pa- 
triot. 


THE VISIT OF PRESIDENT HAR- 
RISON. 


It is nearly eleyen years since a 
President visited this State. During 
that period the changes that have been 
wrought have been so marked as to 
amount to a complete transformation. 
Then Los Angeles had a population of 
11,000. Today it has five times so 
many. 

Where else could the head of a na- 
tion travel 8500 miles in a straight 
line, through one united country, 
whose inhabitants speak one language 
and obey one law? In one other land, 
perhaps—in Russia—but what a con- 
trast between such a progress in the 
two countries. Here, a beloved Presi- 
dent, traveling without guard and 
eceived everywhere by the plaudits of 
a free people; there, a despotic ruler, 
concealing the date of his journey and 
traveling in an iron-bound coach, be- 
tween double lines of soldiers! © 
It 1s true that wein California are 
separated by over three thousand miles 
of distance and a high range of moun- 
tains from the national capital; that 
we read of events before they happen 


there, by our time; tliat ourtiime and~ 


products are different from those of 
the East; yet, for all that, we yield 
first place to no other State in patriot- 
ism and loyaity. While our people, 
perhaps, attach less importance than 
do their eastern brethren to the fiue- 
spun theories of practical politics, they 
are American to the backbone, loyal 
to the flag, and ready to die, if need 
be, in defense of it. : 

Since the President has expressed a 
special desire toinquire into the ma- 
terial resources, prospects and needs 
of the sections which he visits, we shall 
not hesitate to call his attention to the 
fact that we have here the foundation 
for the grandest State in the Union, a 
State deserving of cordial encourage- 
ment and support on the part of the 
Federal Government. We ask no 
charity, but our industries, being 
young, need some fostering care until 
they are able to stand alone, when we 
shall not fear to contend with the 
world on equal terms. 

The President, while on his tour, has 
seen much marvelous progress in the 
South. He will see more of the same 
here, dnd what he witnesses is but a 
sign of whatis yettocome. But, how- 
ever our wealth and population may 
increase, our devotion and loyalty to 
the flag of the Republic can never be 
greater than they are upon this day, 
when.we join in extending a hearty 
welcome to the Nation’s Chief Magis- 
trate.

Los ANGELEs, April 21.—|To the 
Editor of Tue Times.}] We would like 
to make a few corrections to state- 
ments contained in an article named 
‘‘About Los Angeles Street”’ in last 
Monday’s issue. 

The writer of the article states that 
it will cost $400,000 to open Los An- 
geles street from Twenty-third street 
to Shafer avenue. 

The fact is that the net amount of 
cost from Twenty-third street to Shafer 
avenue is only $10,080.79. 

The whole amount of expense for 
opening the street from Second street 
to Shaferavenue is only $176.067.34, 
which includes amounts aliowed for 
land and improvements, and the net 
amount to be collected on the whole 
street is $83,589.93, 

The statement that it. will cost lot 
owners $239 to widen the street be- 
tween Washington and Twenty-third 
streets is incorrect, as only two lots are 
assessed that amount, and all the rest 
considerable less, except lots witha 
larger frontage than 50 feet.

SAN Francisco, April 21.—|By the 
Associated Press.j| The local wheat 
market rose to $1.934 this morning, 
but the feeling was easier later in the 
day.

COAST INTERESTS. 


Meeting of the San Francisco Cham-~ 
ber of Commercs. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 21.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The regular quar- 
terly meeting of the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce was held today. 
The committee to which the matter 
of a naval reserve had been referred re- 
ported that it was thought the Monte- 
rey might be used by the California 
battalion for exercise and drill.

CRAFTY CLEVELAND. 


HE SLINGS A SOP TO THE SILVER 
MEN, 


Views Quite at Variance with the 
Letter which He Recently Wrote 
—The ex-President Astride 
the Fence. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, April 21.—[By the 
sociated Tress.} The Telegram this 
afternoon printed a statement that 
State Treasurer Stephens of Missouri 
called on ex-President Cleveland with 
letters from Gov. Francis and other 
leading Missouri Democrats in order 
to secure from Cleveland’ a more 
thorough exposition of his views on 
the silver question than was given in 
the letter recently widely circulated, 
Replying to questions Cleveland said, 
according to Stephens, that the ques- 
tion should be thoroughly discussed 
before 1°92, that there may be no dan- 
ger of a divided party. Stephens re- 
minded him that the western Demo- 
crats wanted to know, if Cleveland 
were elected in 1892 and a free coinage 
bill were passed, would he veto it, no 
matter if he knew the majority of the 
party favored it. Cleveland replied: 

If I should be elected President in 1892, 
the bill would not reach me until 1894, ag 
Congress would not assemble until 1893. So 
that is the bridge we better not cross till we 
cometoit. What would be bad for the 
country today might be necessary in 1594. 
As the volume of business increases, it 
is necessary to increase the currency. 
When the law was passed providing for the 
coinage of $2,000,000 monthly, I feared the 
result, for 1 thought it would prove an 
injury to the business interests of the 
country for the time at least. However, the 
law has a a benefit for the country. In 
.my opinion the country was ready for the 
change. When thé present law providing 
for $4,500,000 per month passed | thought 
the measure too radical and that it might 
have the effect ofdriving gold out of the 
country; but in this I was mistaken, and 
both those op to as well as those in 
\favor of free coinage believe the present law 

wise one, in so far that the country has 
benefited by it. With the rapid 
strides the country is making it is 
impossible to say what financial measure 
we may be ready for in 1894. In forming 
my views upon the subject I did not alone 
consider the interests of any one section of 
the country. I have been unable to see 
how free coinage could fail of being an in- 
jury to — section of the country, believ- 
ing that it would drive gold out of 
circulation. As we are in a_ great 
measure dependent upon European markets 
for our products, we are obliged te take 
them into consideration. When I have 
suggested a monetary conference of repre- 
sentatives of other governments with our 
own, which could agree upon a new stand- 
ard of values, my suggestions have been 
scoffed at by Europeans. I am delighted 
that the people are now engaged in such 
thoughtful consideration of the subject fnd 
that by 1892 they will have decided whether 
or not We are ready to handie ali the silver 
of the world. 

Stephens gave the above account of 
his visit to areporter. ‘This afternoon 
a representative of the Associated 
Press called at Cleveland’s office to 
ascertain if the interview was accu- 
rate. Cleveland said he had not talked 
with any one on the silver question for 
publication. He bad not read the arti- 
cle and could not therefore say whether 
the statements credited to him were an 
accurate expression of his views or 
not.

EVICTING STRIKERS. 


More Stormy Scenes in the 
Coke Region. 


Women Engage in Furious Attacks on 
the Sheriff’s Deputies, 


A Noted Socialist Prepared to Add 
Fuel to the Flame. 


Large Bodies of Armed Finkerton 
Detectives Pouring Into the 
Region — They May 
Cause Trouble. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SCOTTDALE (Pa.,) April 21.—[By the 
Associated Press.| The strikers are 
very angry over the news that 500 
Pinkerton men will be placed on guard 
in this region tomorrow. Their com- 
ing means further trouble, which will 
certainly follow, owing to the hatred in 
which they are held. 

A meeting of the executive board of 
mine workers this eveuing made prep- 
aration in financial and other ways to 
prolong the fight. Five hundred or 
600 Italians are also on the way here to 
take the place of the strikers and this 
causes more bitterness.

The labor leaders 
say they are notin sympathy with him, 
but it is known the Socialists are the 
most determined of the strikers. 

PiTTsBuURGH, April 21.—Four car- 
loads of heavily armed Pinkerton 
guards arrived’ at the coke regions 
today.

Guard to be used to evict strikers, 

MOUNT PLEASANT (Pa.,) April 21.—

MORTGAGE STATISTICS. 


Figures Showing the Burdens of 
lowa and Alabama. 

April 21.—[By the 
Associated Press.) The Census Bureau 
bas made public a bulletin giving 
statistics of the mortgages in Alabama 
and lowa. The debt in Alabama Janu- 
ory 1, 1890, was $30,027,983, of which 
73.70 per cent. Was on acres and 26.30 
per cent. on lots. The large propor- 
tion of the debt on acres is due to in- 
vestments in mining and iron and 
steel manufactures. 

The total existing real estate mort- 
gage indebtedness of lowa is $199.084,- 
956, of which 74.79 per cent., or $148,- 
$14,645, is on acres, and 25.23 per cent., 
Or $50,220,311, on lots. ‘lhere is an 
average indebtedness of $104 to one of 
population in the State. 

The chief rate of interest in Ala- 

bama is represented to have been 8 
per cent. fthe total recorded debt, 
11.49 per cent. drew interest above 10 
per cent., and 88.51 per cent. at 10 per 
cent. or less, Above 8 per cent. all 
interest is usurious, and such rates are, 
or were actually paid on 13.61 per cent, 
of the recorded debt. 
Interest at 8 per cent. is or was paid 
on 45.60 per cent. of the debt of lowa 
recorded during the ten years, 7 per 
cent. on 21.91 per cent.; 10 per cent on 
13.28 per cent.; 6 per cent. on 12.88 per 
cenl.; above 10 per cent. on .02 of 1 per 
cent. Tho legitimate rateof interest is 
10 per cent.

Cover Your Water Pipes. 

An instance of the success attending 
the covering of pipes for conserving heat 
occurred quite recently, in which a resi- 
dence was fitted with a complete system 
of hot water supply pipes on a scale suf- 
ficiently large for a good boiler in a five 
foot kitchen range, but owing to the exi- 
gencies of a temporary delay a three foot 
range was fitted upand connected to the| 
chimney and circulating pipes for tem- 
porary cooking and hot water supply. 
It was not supposed that the little range 
with its boiler would do much in the 
way of water heating, but to the aston- 
ishment of every one it gave an abund- 
ant supply of very hot water in every 
pert of the house as quickly in the morn- 
ing ac a larger range could be expected 
to do. 

The best material for covering pipes 
is hair felt. Hair is a poor conductor of 
heat, and is unsurpassable for this pur- 
pose, especially as it is so easy of appli- 
cation. The felt, which is readily ob- 
tainable in sheets, is cut-in strips for 
pipe work and wound around the pine 
spirally and secured with cord or wire. 
-—Pitisbarg Dispatch. 

Hoasehold Linen. 

Sheets, pillowcases, tablecloths and 
napkins should not: be hemmed until 
they have first been shrunken; but be- 
fore the shrinking process each one 
should be made into its proper length. 
If this is done they always fold 
evenly when ironed, which is not the 
case if made up without shrinking, or 
if shrunken in the piece, and then made 
into proper lengths. Sheets and pillow- 
cases should be torn by a thread; table- 
cloths and napkins should be cut by a 
thread.—Ida A. Mills in Good House- 
keeping. 

The Milk All Right. 

When milk is first drawn from a 
bealthy cow not a microbe can be dis- 
covered in it. After two hours there 
are 25,000 microbes to the pint, but they 
fortunately happen to be peaceable and 
well disposed microbes, and won't do 
any hurt unless vinegar is drank on top 
of the milk. Shake before using, but 
don’t mix your drinks.—Detroit Free 
Press.

GEN. FORREST’S BOLD DASH INTO 
MEMPHIS IN 1864. 


To Counteract a Union Advance in Missis- 
sippi He Swooped Down on the Rear 
and Awoke the Town froma Sanday 
Morning Slecp.

864; Wheeler be- 


suming the leadership of a force attached 
to the Confederate army operating against 
Sherman in Georgia; Morgan’s ill fated 
raid of 1863 reduced him to compara- 
tive nothingness, and Van Dorn, whose 
previous training as a leader of squadrons, 
combined with his habits of boldness and 
celerity, marked him in the first years of 
the war as possibly another Murat, was 
killed in 1863. Other cavalrymen of less 
note had transient success and equally 
transient fame. But as late as midsum- 
mer, 1864, when Sherman was before the 
gates of Atlanta, the extensive belt of coun- 
try east of the Mississippi nominally con- 
quered for the Union by Halleck and Grant 
in 1862-3 was designated within the Union 
lines as “Forrest’s country.” He raided 
quite at will almost to the Kentucky bor- 
der, and, hoping to prevent his incursions 
on the flank of the Union army in Georgia, 
Sherman directed a movement from 
Memphis, into his chosen territory in 
northern Mississippi to distract or occupy 
his attention, The movement, led by Gen. 
Sturgis, ended in a stunning defeat near 
Guntown June 10, and the retreat of the 
column to Memphis. When Sturgis’ troops 
reached Memphis Gen. A. J. Smith hap- 
pened to be in camp there with a com- 
mand destined to join Sherman at Atlanta. 
Smith promptly took up the march for 
“Forrest’s country,’ and meeting the re- 
doubtable Confederate at Tupelo June 14, 
whipped him so soundly that he had to re- 
sort to unusual tactics to rid his territory 
of a foe so mettlesome. Since Memphis 
was a base for operations aimed at him he 
would counter on Memphis in the hope of 
getting up a panic that would result in 
Smith’s recall, if nothing more. For this 
expedition he formed a detachment of his 
choicest mounted men, numbering 1,500. 
Forrest led in person, and the command 
set out from a point near Oxford, Miss., 
at dusk, Aug. 18. A steady rain had been 
falling for some days and the streams were 
greatly swollen, making a detour neces- 
sary that lengthened the distance by about 
forty miles. The roads were so heavy that 
by the morning of the 20th over a hun- 
dred men and a number of horses had be- 
come unserviceable, and these, with two 
out of the four cannon that started with 
the expedition, were sent back. Relieved 
of these incumbrances Forrest pressed on. 
In his front the Hickahala creek rolled ina 
.deep stream, sixty feet between banks and 
without bridges... Beyond was Cold Water 
river, a hundred feet broad and not ford- 
able. Forrest, of course, learned the situa- 
tion in advance, and sent out scattering 
parties to gather bridging material, and 
by the time his column reached the cross- 
ing place there was lumber at hand to 
make a bridge floor. The men went to 
work and twisted cables out of grapevines, 
formed floats out of dry telegraph poles, 
bound them with the vine cables afd an- 
chored them in the same way to trees on 
eithor bank. Telegraph poles also served 
as stringpieces to support the floor of the 
bridge, and in about one hour from the 
time. the first stroke was made, the men

Cold Water river the font was repeated in 
three hours by the same methods, except 
that a convenient ferryboat was used asa 
support in the middie of the long span. 
That night the raiders reached Hernando, 
twenty-five miles from Memphis, and were 
met by scouts coming direct from the city. 
The scouts reported the positions occupied

and information were given to the 
commanders while on the march. Fresh 
scouts were encountered from time to time, 
and when the rajders were within three 
miles of the city it was nearing daylight 
on the morning of the 2ist (Sunday), and 
Forrest knew to a nicety the location of 
every picket post that would challenge his 


H. Forrest had the lead, and was directed to 
open the road and dash on to the heart of 
Memphis. Capt. Forrest and ten men 
marched sixty paces ahead of all others, and 
soon mei the sharp cry ‘‘Who comes there?” 
No satisfactory answer could be given, of 
course, but ons was trumped up to serve 
the moment. Capt. Forrest promptly re- 
sponded, “A detachment of the Twelfth 
Missouri cavairy with Confederate pri 

oners.” As the regiment named had been 


otherwise than accept the answer as far as 
itwent. “Advance one!” said he. 

Capt. Forrest went on alone and met a 
mounted picket. With a blow of his heavy 
revolver he struck him to the ground, and 
his trusted follovrers sprang forward and 
disarmed the men on the post in rear of 
this unlucky vidette...The daring captain 
now rallied his men and dashed on to the 
next post. In the melee at the outer post 
a musket had been discharged by accident 
and the reserve pickets were alert. The 
Confederates were received with a volley, 
but shouting lustily they charged their op 
ponents, and by this intrepid act gave tho 
signal for a general assault. Forrest bad 
enjoined the utmost secrecy and silence on 
ali sides until the city was reached, but the 
shouts of Capt. Forrest’s band were echoed 
by a bundred throats along the column 
stretching far behind and the secret was 
out. Seeing this, Forrest, who was close 
up to the pioneer band, ordered his bugler 
to sound the charge. The call was taken 
up by the bugler of each separate com- 
mand, and in a twinkling the enthusiastic 
squadrons scampered away to their work. 

Capt. Forrest led his company along the 
main street, rode through an artillery en- 
campment, shooting right and left, on to 
the Gayoso house, where some prominent 
Union officers were supposed to be quar-

In a few mintites all Memphis was in an 
uproar. For more than two years the city 
had been in the undisputed of 
the Union troops. During that time vast 
camps had sprung up and disappeared, dis- 
charging batéalions in thousands and tens 
of thousands t the scenes of hostile meet- 
ing east, west aféd south, to the Red River 
country, to Arkansas, to Vicksburg, New 
Orieans and Chattanooga. Mighty squad- 
rons of <Jnion War Vessels had patroled the 
waters that washed her docks and mam- 
moth floating éxpeditions had swept down 
the broad river to the gulf. Memphis! 
Why, she was another Cairo or Cincinnati 
or Baltimore. The orranized Confederate 
front was hundreds of miles away, and she 
had long held the character of a city of ref- 
uge for people driven from their homes 
farther south and for disabled soldiers of 
the Union army, as well as a place of safe- 

Confederate prisoners. Several

thousand troops were stationed in the city, 
and a good sized army lay between it and 
the lines of the nearest. known enemy— 
that is to say, Forrest loose iu Miesissippi. 
The sound of battle raised by these bold 
riders that Sunday morning was a thunder 
clap in aclearsky. Miserly old men and 
women who had broucht their treasures to 
Memphis for security began to pack up for 
another hiding. Volunteer and conscript 
home guards who ha:in’t courage to go ont 
into the open fleld, but in peaceful times 
stood bravely in the shelter of high brick 
walls and cried, “Ict ’em come! we're 
ready!’ shook till their teeth rattled as 
a turned out to meet the devil face to 

ace, 

The alarm involved the whble city. The 
raiders moved in five bodies. Capt. Forrest 
was followed closely to the Gayoso House 
by a detachment led by Col. Logwood. The 
battery which Forrest had cleared of gun- 
ners had been remanned meanwhile, and 
Col. Logwood’s men went through it with 
clubbed rifies. Afterward they ran the 
gantlet of fire from scattering bodies of 
troops and the home guard along the 
streets. Still another Confederate body, 
under Col. Neely, attacked an infantry en- 
campment near the point where the city 
was entered, but found their match and 
more, The men here were in line, and re- 
ceived the raiders with avolley. Forrest, 
who had held somewhat aloof with his re- 
serves, went to Neely’s aid, and with his es- 
cort charged impetuously. Neely attacked 
at the same moment and the infantry 
was driven to cover, l‘orrest hesitating to 
give further attack, however. Another 
body of raiders under Col. Jesse Forrest 
dashed into the headquarters of Gen. Wash- 
burne, commander of the department, and 
captured some staff officers, but failed to 
secure the general,the prize he aimed at. 
Gen. Forrest now retreat. Col. 
Logwood and Capt. F t fought their 
way back from the Gayoso House to the 
outskirts. At the Vattery previously en- 
countered a sharp fist occurred, but the 
Confederates pushed through. The Union 
cavalry had meanwhile got to horse, and 
small bodies of Forrest’s men were either 
chased out of town or eaptured. The raid- 
ers had concentraicd at the Union infantry 
camp taken by Co!. Neely and Gen. Forrest, 
and were attacked by a mounted force of 
several hundred. Forrest took a 
hand personally, amd mortally wounded 
Col. Starr during the conflict. 

The Confederates had effected their pur- 
pose, and though they were chased out of 
Memphis the glory of the exploit remained 
behindthem. Forrest lost some men, prob- 


by the Union troops, and assured Forrest | ably 200, and claimed to have taken 600 pris- 


oners, including citizens and convalescents 
from the hospjtais. After the return march 
began the Confederate leader found that 
his prisoners could not keep up, as they 
were without shoes. He haitedthecolumn 
and communicated by a flag of truce with 
the Union headquarters at Memphis, and 
after some delay secured a supply of cloth- 
ingandshoes. Hethen resumed the march, 
and in a few hours seat back another com- 
munication to the effect that owing to the 
difficulties of transportation his rations 
were low and he could not feed the pris- 
oners, but wou!d await supplies for them 
from the Union commissariat and halt for 
this purpose at Hcrnando, twenty-five miles 
distant. This crowhing act of boldness 
was carried out to the letter. The next 
morning some Union officers reached his 
camp at Hernando and distributed two 
days’ rations to their unfortunate comrades, 
and went back to Memphis carrying the 
impression that Forrest was in no hurry to 
leave the vicinity. Here was a raider, with 
a comparatively weak force, far within the 


_enemy’s territory, surrounded by antago- 


nists encamped only afew hours’ march dis- 
tant from his route of retreat, and by this 
time aware of his presence in the vicinity 
and his conGition, coolly sending word 
direct to the headquarters of the opposing 
force just where he could be-found at a 
given time, and actually waiting there a 
whole night to keep the appointment. Of 
course he knew the result. Smith would 
be ordered bick from Mississippi to guard 
Memphis, and ‘“Forrest’s country’’ would 
relapse into his unbampered control once 
more. Asa deed of daring, Forrest’s divis-

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HEROES FROM SOUDAN. 


THE BLACK ZOUAVES NAPOLEON. 
SENT TO MAXIMILIAN’S AID, 
The Nogroes Were Brave and Trae Com- 
rades, and Vielded Their Lives Freely 
to Shield Their Leader, Fighting the 

Mexicans Hand to Hand. 


Napoleon sent 
the unfortunate 
Maximilian a bat- 
talion of Soudan 


ed him by the vice- 
roy of Egypt, Is- 
mael Pasha. Through the force of destiny 
and a desire to enjoy the wild sport of the 
campaign in MexicolI received command 
of the first company of the Egyptians, and 
today my heart beats higher when I recall 
to mind those dusky savage comrades, 
whom I had the honor to lead from Octo- 
ber, 1864, to the end of 1886, with whom I 
shared joy and suffering, and who, obedient 
and faithful as a dog, brave and dauntless 
as the lion of their native wild, freely haz- 
arded their lives to save that of the 
“Sahib,” or master. They were without 
exception six footers, of massive build, and 
appeared to advantage In their white uni- 
form, with red turban and green sash. I 
exacted the most implicit,slavish obedience, 
and to this end insisted that the pay and 
subsistence of the men be liberal and 
punctual. As a result of my action the sol- 
diers were united to me by the strongest 
ties of trust and dependence, becoming as 
wax in my hand, blindly following where 
I led; yes, they kissed my hands and shoes 
even when, as unbending discipline often 
demanded, I set my feet upon their necks. 
I had absolute control of my company of 
215 men and the power of life and death 
over each one. Only once was I obliged to 
exercise the extreme rights of punishment. 
That was one night when I returned from 
an absence unexpectedly, and nearing camp 
heard a most unearthly howl in the corral 
where my people lay. Hurrying forward, 
with my revolver ready cocked, I distin- 
guished a strange jumble of white stock- 
ings and white eyes, and among them two 
red legs, that now whirled through the air 
and now disappeared in the black and 
white mass beneath. I fred in the air, and 
before my footsteps and the flash of my 
sword the pile burst apart. On the earth 
lay one of my French subordinates dead, 
with his abdomen completely slit open. 
Over another prostrate European knelt a 
gigantic African, endeavoring with adrawn 
knife to pry open the tightly closed teeth 
of the fallen man for the purpose, as I 
learned afterward, of cutting out his 
tongue. As! tore the bloodhound from 
his ready prey he sprang upon me. Ina 
moment a shot from my pistol struck him 
on the forebead over the right eye, and 
simultaneously ancther assailant was dash- 
ed to the ground by a powerful blow from 
my sword bhandie. If my skull had re- 
ceived that stroke it would have cracked 
like an egg shell, but he only fell on his 
kneet crossed his arms over his breast, and 
with his tongue half bitten through and 
bleeding, licked my boots. The cause of 
the outbreak was an insult offered by the 
frivolous Frenchmén tothe religious Mo- 
hammed. One had atoned with his death 
and the other was reduced to the ranks. 
The riotous ffegroes were placed in asitting 
position on the ground, their wrists bound 
together underneath their knees with gun 
straps. Between the arms and legs below 
a musket was placed, and another across 
the back of the neck, and the two muskets 
were drawn as close as possible at the butts 
and\near the muzzles by tightly laced 
stra These formless heaps of com- 
pressed humanity I allowed to remain so 
twenty-four hours, and stationed guards 
at hand with strict onJ°rs to shoot down 
any who attempted to give the culprits so 
much asadrink of water. I carried out

denly attacked in the rear and on both 
flanks by Gens.

Our in- 
fantry scattered almost withont firing a 
shot. Miramon barely escaped with a few 
staff officers toward Queretaro, and his 
young brother, Col. Don Joachim Mira- 
mon, fell wounded into the hands of the 
enemy. ed by my faithfal blacks, 
I threw myself with a hundred men—the 
others having fal nat a regiment, 
in order to shield Miramon and to save 
what was no longer to be saved. Likea 
wedge my gallant fellows drove their foam- 
ing steeds into the mass of the enemy's 
riders, carrying death and destruction on 
the points of their swords and receiving 
death and destruction in return. Sabered 
and stabbed by sword and lance, and trod- 
den under the hoofs of a thousand horsea, 
the brave troop sank, buying with their 
heart's blood a free road for the flecing 
general. 

My horse was shot under me and two of 
my blacks were trampled to pieces before 
my eyes in efforts to rescue me. Seven 
blacks still remained by me, and these could 
have saved themselves by leaving me in my 
plight. One of them had agaber cut across 
the face, aml another carried the broken 
point of a spear in his breast. I myself, 
unwounded until now, received a shot in 
the left shoulder that bad been aimed at 
my head, but failed of the mark becanse of 
a push from one of my negroes. The shot 
had been given “in sport’? by a Mexican of- 
ficer, and the faithful man who spoiled the 
aim paid for the act with his life, for the in- 
human wretch before us shot him dead and 
then transfixed his body with a spear. A 
Mexican staff officer now took usin charge, 
and out of my hundred only six remained. 
I saw, too, by the shots directed to the earth 
that the wounded were being slaughtered 
as they lay. Col. Miramon was borne ona 
stretcher into the streets, where he was 
made a target for the revolvers of the offi-

cers until his head was crushed to pieces 
and his bedy had been pierced by a hun- 
dred bullets. One hundred and twenty- 
three Frenchmen, myself and my six ne 
groes were conducted on the following 
morning to the inner court of the hacienda 
of San Jacinto, and informed that by order 
of “the highest powers” we were to be shot. 

My two black friends lay half dismem- 
bered on the ground, their dusky faces, 
with white pupils, steadily fixed upon my 
bloodless, tired and drooping head, for my 
wounds had not been bound up. The other 
four, dark and threatening as a stormcloud, 
stood around us, gnashing theirteeth. The 
horrible execution had been visited upon 
ten of the condemned, and their bloody and 
sometimes still active bodies were thrown 
on a cart and carried out past the living. I 


would come, and every man will 
me, without particular proof, that the situ- 
ation was not a pleasant one. Asa gen- 
darme, missed by the first volley, was forced 
back to the wall for asecond attempt, there 
sounded in my tortured heart the loud cry, 
“Entsetzlich, schone den Mann” (Horrible, 
spare that man). At the same moment the 
colonel commanding the execution put 
spurs to his horse, and with one spring of 
the beast was at my side. “Sie sind ein 
Deutscher?” (You are a German) he cailed 
to me, and while another volley rang 


this barbarous punishment to the end, al- 
though my heart reproached me, but I 
never had cause to repeat it. Ten weeks 
before this occurrence I had been blowr 
into the air by a mine explosion with 1ll0or | 
my men, and came out with only 8 
fellows knew by this and former experi- 
ences that I did not spare myself and was 
a stranger to fear. 

Four days after this. horrible yet neces- 
sary act of discipline in the bloody street 
fight at Catorze, where the Zouaves, num- 
bering 260 against 2,000 Mexicans, made | 
booty of a million piasters, eighteen of my | 
blacks were literally hewn to pieces before | 
the enemy succeeded in reaching my body, | 
which the braves held sacred. When at | 
length I recovered consciousness—for even

nerves of steel give way and the strongest 
form is prostrated by a poor little piece of 
lead—the head of a gigantic black—that 
head whose skull I had once all but 
crushed—with wide open eyes, rested upon 
my weak but still breathing chest. He had 
received the death shot in my stead. 

In November, 1856, the seat of the Mexi- 
can republic was at Zacatecas, and the im- 
perial general, Miramon, previously presi- 
dent of Mexico, but at this time a brave 
and zealous supporter of Maximilian, hast- 
ened with asmall force from the City of 
Mexico, marching through Queretaro and 
recruiting on the way. I wes at Queretaro 
with the remratt of my blacks awaiting 
orders. Miramon had heard of the storm- 
ing by the Egyptians at Oaxaca, and also 
of theit exploit at Catorze, and in conse- 
quence he made me commander of his body 
guard, numibering about seventy men and 
comprising loyal Mexicans, several Ger- 
maus and a few Frenchmen. My blacks 
had meanwhile been well mounted and I 
secon commanded 120 men on splendid 
steeds. 


Miramon, without awaiting for support, 
fcll upon Zacatecas with such fury that 
the enemy was completely surprised. Tho 
astonished and demeratized infeuwtry at- 
tempted to form cn the plaza of the market 
place, but seemed to have no hearty wish 
to await our little column, rapidly advanc- 
ing with drawn bayonets and loud battle 
cries. A large number of prisoners, twenty 
cannon, and a mass of the documents and 
papers of the hostile government were the 
reward of this blow. Juarez himself fled 
as usual, guarded by 400 cavalry, and al- 
though I was close upon his heels and ex- 


pended the last breath of man and horse to | 


get possession of him, he had toomuch the 
start. I missed my object, but with 100 
prisoners returned about noon and was re- 
ceived by Miramon with a smile and a 


through the bloody court I replied with 
choking voice, “Ehemaliger Preussisher 
offizier’’ (Formerly Prassian officer), and 
wondered not a little at being addressed in 
my mother tongue. Thecolonel placed his 
hand on my head, and as Abraham and 
Abdallah, two blacks who held me upright 
sprang upon him frantically, he signaled 
an officer and had me and the six Soudanese 
by my side conducted out of the hacienda; 
he himself rushed out through an alley, and 
returned half an hour later to say that he 


had begged our lives from Escobodo be- |. 


cause we were not gendarmes, or French- 
men, for these alone had been conder@aecd.° 
The friendly colonel, Carlos von Gagern, 
also formerly a Prussian officer, looked 
after our heeds with the heartiest amiabili- 
ty, and at evening came with an escort of 
twenty-five men and seven extra saddled 
horses. He told me that Escobodo and bim- 
self had had words with Gen. Trevigno, 
and the order of clemency in Sur cases 
might be revoked at any moment. He 
bound me on my horse, gave me money, 
and banded my unwounded blacks a re- 
volver each. The escort was to cuide us 
by a roundabout path toward Queretaro 
and leave us at daylight. 

It was a martyr-way that lay before us in 
spite of all. The negro with the lance 
wound fell dead from his saddle on the 
fourth day; the others remained by me to 
the end. Onthe twentieth day we reached 
safety at Texecoco on the coast.
